Conditions across Hispaniola remained seasonably quiescent during the first full week of March. Relatively light
rainfall was observed across the island. Some light rainfall was observed in the region around Haiti's Gulf of
Gonaives. Gauges measured light rain totaling less than 25mm along Haiti’s southern Peninsula and in southern
Dominican Republic. Over the past 30 days, rainfall performance has been mostly near normal over the island.
Over the longer term 90-day period, some dryness remains evident in eastern Dominican Republic and parts of
Haiti. Deficits are only modest. An analysis of NDVI anomaly over the island reveals a mixed bag of vegetation
health. Some pixels with negative index values are found in eastern and southern portions of the Dominican
Republic in areas that have seen slightly suppressed rains during the winter months. Strongly negative
conditions are evident in northern Dominican Republic and Northwest department of Haiti, likely still stemming
from last year’s poor second season. During the beginning of the outlook period, the passage of a strong surface
15°Nq front is expected to bring enhanced rainfall to the island. 25-50mm of total rainfall is widely likely with locally
heavier rains possible along the northern coast. Some localized flash flooding is not out of the question.
